The 1 12 2nd paragraph rejection of claims 27-32 
has been withdrawn. 

Applicant's arguments filed 5/25/06 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. The applicants arguments with respect to the 
102 rejection of claims 27-32 are not persuasive. The applicants' representative contends that claim 27 recites "protecting a photoresist 
during etching of a material layer located below the photoresist". However the examiner would like to point out that the photoresist is 
protected, but not completely protected. Figure 4 shows some photoresist (18a-d) over the material layer (15a-d) located below the 
photoresist. Furthermore paragraph 0079 discloses how the polymer film aids in the preservation of the resist budget. . 
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
